Off Guantanamo, Cuba, Juno 13 —The 
battalion of marines under Lieutenant 
Colonel R. W. Huntington, which laud- 
ed from the transport Panther on Fri- 
day and encamped on the hill guarding 
the abandoned cable station at the 
entrance to the outer harbor of Ouan- 
tanamo, has been engaged In beating 
off a bush attack by Spanish guerillas 
and regulars since 3 o'clock Saturday 



landed from the Marblehead. 

Four Americans were killed and one 
wounded. The advance pickets under 
Lieutenants Neville and Shaw are un- 
accounted for. 

Among the killed Is Assistant Sur- 
geon John Blair Gibbons of New York. 
He entered the service since the war 
begun. He was a very popular officer. 

The others killed are Sergeant 
Charles H. Smith of Smallwood, Pri- 
vate William Dunphy of Gloucester. 
Mass., and Private James McColgan of 



Corporal Olass was accidentally 
wounded in the head. 

The Spanish loss is unknown, but It 
was probably considerable. 

The splashes of blood found at day- 
light at the positions the Spaniards 
occupied Indicates fatalities, but their 
comrades carried off the killed and 



The engagement began with desul- 
tory firing at the pickets, a thousand 
yards Inland from the camp. 

Captain Splcer's company was doing 
guard duty and was driven In, Anally 
rallying on the camp and repulsing the 
enemy at 5 o'clock. 

VThe bodies of Privates McColgan and 
Dunphy were found, both shot In tho 

The large cavities caused by the 
bullets, which, Inside a range of 500 
yards, have a rotary motion, Indicates 
that the victims were killed at close 
range. 

Tho bodies were stripped of shoes, 
bats and cartridge belts and horribly 
mutilated with machetes. 

Shortly after midnight came the 
main attack. The Spaniards made a 
gallant charge up the southwest slope 
but were met by repeated volleys from 
the main body and broke before they 
were one-third of the way up the hill; 
but they came so close that at points

Dawn Is the favorite time for attack, 
and. as the east paled, the marines, 
lying on their guns, were aroused. 
Some were actually asleep, as they had 
had no rest for 48 hours and tired na- 
ture could no longer stand the strain.

Fort Monroe, -Va.. June 11.— Intense 
excitement was caused at Fort Monroe 
shortly after 9 p. m. by a dispatch re- 
ceived from the signal station at Cape 
Henry stating that Spanish warships 
were lurking in that vicinity. 

A short while later a message was 
received from Washington Instructing 
the commandant of the fort. 

Reports as to the number of ships 
teem to conflict. A lieutenant who was 
seen after midnight said he had been 
informed that a Spanish battleship, 
two cruisers and a torpedo boat had 
been caught under the searchlight of 
Cape Henry, steaming from a north- 
erly direction. 




As soon kif"1t was reported that the 
enemy's warships had been sighted 
there was great activity at ihe fort. 

The big searchlight began to sweep 
the bay and signals were flashed to the 
cruiser Minneapolis, auxiliary cruiser 
Dixie and dynamite cruiser Buffalo, 
which are anchored off Old Point. 

Quarters were sounded, and the 
crews hastily prepared the ships for 
action. 

The gunners took positions at their 
posts, where they were ordered to re- 
main during the night. The ships' 
searchlights were kept playing on the 
waters. 

In the fort ammunition was hur- 
ried to the big guns and the troops 

Some of the officers were with their 
families at the hotels, and buglers were 
dispatched for them. 

The men scurried out of the hotels 
half dressed and hastened to the fort 

In the camp of the Maryland troops 
orders were given for the men to sleep 
In their clothes with their guns close by

Santiago de Cuba, June 8. — The 
onday morning en- 
batteries defending 
harbor of Santiago 
de Cuba, and after a three hours' bom- 
bardment silenced all the forts, de- 
stroyed several earthworks and ren- 
dered the Estrella and Carvo batter- 
ies, the two principal fortifications, 
useless. 

The fleet formed In double column, 
tlx miles off Morro castle, at 6 o'clock 
In the morning, and steamed slowly 
3,000 yards off shore, the Brooklyn 
leading, followed by the Marblehead, 
Texat and Massachusetts-, and turned 
westward. 

The second line, the New York lead- 
ing, with the New Orleans, Yankee, 
Iowa and Oregon following, turned 
eastward. The Vixen and Suwanee 
were far out on the left flank watching 
the riflemen on shore. The Dolphin 
and Porter did similar duty on the 
right flank. 

The line headed by the New York 
attacked the new earthworks near Mor- 
ro castle. The Brooklyn column took 
up a station opposite the Estrella and 
Catallna batteries and the new earth- 
works along the shore. 

The Spanish batterlea remained si- 
lent. It Is doubtful whether the Span- 
lards were able to determine the char- 
acter of the movement owing to the 
dense fog and heavy rain. 

Suddenly the Iowa fired a 12-Inch 
ahell. which struck the bate of the Es- 
trella battery and tore up the works. 
Instantly firing began from both Rear 
Admiral Sampson'B and Commodore 
Schley's columns, and a torrent of 
shells from the ships fell upon the 



hilltops, but tlfelr firing was excellent. 

Previous to the bombardment orders 
were Issued to prevent firing on Morro 
cattle, ta the American admiral had 
been Informed that Lieutenant Hobson

While the larger ships were engag- 
ing the heavy batteries, the Suwanee

The Brooklyn doled to 800 yards, 
and then the destruction by her guns 
and those of the Marblehead and Texas 
wat really awful. In a few minutes the 
woodwork of Estrella fort was burning 
and the battery was silenced, firing Ro 
more during the engagement. East- 
ward, the New York and-jlew Orleans 
silenced the Cavo battery^n quick or- 
der and then shelled the earthworks 
located higher up. 

Later the practice was not so ac- 
curate, owing to the elevation of the 
guns. Many of tho shells, however, 
landed and the Spanish gunners re- 
ared. 

Shortly after 9 the firing ceased, the 
warships turning in order to permit the 
use of the port batteries. The firing 
then becsme a long reverberating crash 
of thunder and the shells raked tho 
Spanish batteries with terrible effect. 
Fire broke out in the Catallna fort and 
silenced the Spanish guns. 

The firing of the fleet continued until 
10 o'clock when the Spanish Are ceased

THE DESTINY OF AnERICA. 

Dewey's victory in Manila harbor was 
a blow that killed the Monroe doctrine 
and weaned the United States from her 
ilicv of political isolation. 
If this country holds the Phillipinee as 
the spoils of victory, she will he a 
party to the Eastern question and will 
become involved in the entanglements 
of foreign alliance*, a condition ol affairs 
was dreaded by our forefathers 
ia* already been said by a distin- 
guished European diplomat that in 
vent ( f the United States becoming 
the possessor of the Phillipines she 
would anon learn that Europe would not 
allow tier to do with her own as she sees 
This is a sinister threat. Will it bi 
put into execution? 

There are those who see.ln the present 
strife, a tendency to engage in a war of 
conquest. To support their arguments 
they quote Senator El kins, whom they 
d as the administration's mouth- 
piece, to the ♦fl-ct that both the Phillip- 
ines and Porto Rico will be held for in- 
demnity. By this acquisition of territory 
they claim that they see the beginning 
of the end of our old-time ideals and 
traditions. They *ay that if we acquire 
these islands the character of their in- 
habitants will force us to adopt a colon- 
ial policy utterly at variance with the 
spirit of our institution*. 

The degenerate Latins of Poito Rico, 
the semi barbarous Malays and the 
slavish Oriental Coolies of the Pbillip- 
i, they claim, are incapable of the 
Heat measure of self government and 
e control them at all, it will be with 
.ted cannon and the mailed hand. 
), they say, should never be done by 
our government as it introduces an ele- 
of discord in the harmony of a free 
people To keep the colonies in sub- 
jection, they argue, will require large 
standing armies and the establishment 
i military dictatorships in the islands, 
>oth of which, from their standpoint, 
ire incompatible with the democratic 
spirit of our constitution, which says, 
men are hoi n free and equal." 
h«aa same people say that snch a de- 
ure will sound the death-knell of our 
ient liberties as it will plunge ua into 
vortex of world-politics and breed a 
spirit of militarism that will pave the 
for the Man on Horseback. Then 
good bye to ins sovereignity of the poo- 
ls. Welcome the King . 

Then there are others who disagree 
ith theBi views They say that such 
sentiments are pessimistic and unworthy 
of Americaus. This latter class say that 
lis nation has outgrown its minority and 
ib attained the full stature of manhood, 
ur government has pa-wed the experi- 
ental stage, aud as a people we are not 
ily capable of taking care of ourselves 
i all emergencies, but of assuming 
rg r responsibilities. 
They are agreed that the time has 
come for Uncle Sam to have a hand in 
the management of the world's affairs. 
The pinions of the proud bird of freedom 
strong enough aod broad enough to 
shelter all the weak and oppressed on 
foot-stool. Then these same people 
Yankee enough to realise that the 
meeion of the rich islands of Porto 
Rico and the Phillipines will add the 
wealth and commercial possibilities of 
an empire to our store. 

As to the government of the natives, 
they claim it is a problem easy of solu- 
-one that is determined by the doc - 
of the survival of the fittest. The 
Anglo-Saxon race is the policeman of the 
world. It was born to govern. Its in- 
herent reverence foe law, its love of fair- 
play, its consideration for the right* of 
>rs, its fighting piwer and virility, 
dally as exemplified by the Ameri- 
peoplr, gives it an individuality that 
excites respect aud commands obedience.

In a number of 
counties lying north of a line drawn 
from Franklin county to Rowan county 
the rainfall has been deficient during 
May. and in these counties the crop ie 
beginning to show the effect of drouth 
An early harvest ia indicated.

HIGH WHEAT PRICES 
Are Due to an Actual Scarcity Of 



A correspondent of the Country Gen- 
tleman says that in August, I M0, wheat 
sold in England at $3 (10 per bushel, and 
the following June it fell to »2 00 ; then 
it advanced sharply to $6 60 per bushi ' 
in August of 1812, and dropped to $2 .30 
in 1813. 

In I860, in the United States, we had 
a period of violent fluctuations ii 
prices. Early in the year cash wheat 
said in Chicago at 77c per bushi ' 
November it was selling at $2 03 per 
bushel. Following this came the cele- 
brated "corner" in wheat, which forced 
the price up to $2 86 by the first of May. 
This is the highest level reached in this 
country in modern times 
In August, 1872, contini 
spondent, wheat sold in Chicago at $1 (il, 
and by November in was down to $1.01. 
In 1887 an attempt was made to "corner" 
the wheat market, and wTien cash wheat 
was selling at HOc it was freely predicted 
that (2 wheat would be reached inside 
of three months, but the syndicates of 
speculators had not made good calcula- 
tions. The stocks in this country were 
much larger than they were expected to 
be, and wheat poured in from every 
quarter. On June 15 the corner 
lapsed from 02]uto 72}c per bushel. 
1HHH speculators cornered the maikct 
aucceesfully, and forced the price of 
wheat up from 71c in April to 12 a bush- 
el on the 30 of September. With recent
